PARIS *.P—Premier Charles d© 
Gaulle’s Cabinet moved quickly 
today to put his pacifying program 
for Algeria into effect 
and * en­ 
dorsed his crackdown on the in­ 
surgent junta in Algiers. The min­ 
isters voted to bring an Algerian 
Moslem into the cabinet for the 
first time. 
They decided to call city elec­ 
tions in Algeria in 
a b o u t a 
month. This will be the first test 
of De Gaulle’s formula of equal 
votes for Moslems and French­ 
men in the territory. 
The Cabinet set Oct. 5 as th« 
tentative date for a 
referendum, 
throughout France and Algeria on 
constitutional reforms De Gaull« 
will draft to strengthen the hand 
of the executive. 
The Cabinet heard De Gaulle re­ 
port on his dramatic three-day 
trip to Algeria, w-here he unfolded 
his plan to placate Algerian 
na­ 
tionalist rebels and cut off th« 
powers of the French civilian-mili­ 
tary junta 
t h a t 
had 
rebelled 
against Paris. 
• • • 


DE G AULLE told his Cabinet 
that the army in Algeria, which 
fully supported the May 13 insur­ 
rection against Paris, is complete­ 
ly faithful to the government. 
The Cabinet stamped approval 
on 
De Gaulle’s 
appointment of 
Gen. Raoul Salan, 
French troop 
commander in Algeria, as his offi­ 
cial representative. 
The Cabinet 
announced Salan 
will have at his side a high rank­ 
ing civilian aide with the rank of 
secretary general. The name of 
the secretary general was not re­ 
vealed nor were his duties listed. 
However, the appointment was 
an obvious move to weaken the 
military rulers in the junta that 
took over in Algiers May 13 and 
demanded De Gaulle’s return to 
power. 
The Cabinet lost no time approv­ 
ing De Gaulle’s plan of complete 
integration of the nine 
million 
Arabs and Berbers of Algeria with 
the million Frenchmen there. 
Andre 
Mairaux, 
De 
Gaulie’s 
spokesman, said De Gaulle had 
returned from Algeria convinced 
the Moslems have accepted De 
Gaulle as a guarantee they would 
get full equality. Algerian nation- 
alist leaders in Egypt and Tunisia, 
however, have rejected 
his plan 
and announced they will continue 
their fight for independence.

DE GAULLE will go on the na­ 
tional radio next Saturday to re­ 
port to the French people on hi* 
trip to Algeria. 
Mairaux said De Gaulle feels it 
is very important to get the local 
elections under way quickly in Al­ 
geria.

good, not so good, or mediocre. 
TTtis is, of course, to be expected. 
Unfortunately, what is further to 
be expected in many churches is 
that the members’ church attend­ 
ance and loyalty will be contin­ 
gent upon their favorable opinion 
of the pastor. While it is conceiv­ 
able in some instances that fhe 
personality of the minister and a 
communicant is so completely at 
variance that for the health of the 
communicant’s spiritual l i f e it 
would be best for him to transfer 
his allegiance to another church, 
this should be regarded as a dras­ 
tic step rather than 
a common­ 
place. 
When one magnifies the cult of 
personality, one also usually min­ 
imizes severely the authority in­ 
herent in the church. Paul in writ­ 
ing to Timothy states: Preach the 
word: be instant in season, out of 
season; 
reprove, rebuke, exhort 
with all longsuffering 
and doc­ 
trine. Again in writing to Titus; 
after having given suggestions for 
ways in which one should conduct 
his life, Paul says, ‘These things 
•peak and exhort, and rebuke with 
all authority. Let no man despise 
thee.” 
The church member's 
primary 
loyalty is to Christ 
and 
to the 
Church ‘'which Christ loved 
and 
gave himself up for.” Secondarily, 
it is to the pastor who has been 
commissioned 
by 
Our 
Lord 
to 
preach the Gospel. The pastor's 
authority is not an unlimited one, 
for it must always be in accord 
with Holy Scripture. Although rec­ 
ognizing the genuine incompatibil­ 
ity of pastor and 
some 
individ­ 
uals, our faith 
and 
devotion 
to 
Christ and His Church will be the 
reasons for our church attendance, 
not that the 
rector is a 
"good 
guy.” 
Following the service a coffee

Hit Moon With Sterile Junk 


One cannot help b ut wonder if the space 
craze has passed all limits of sanity when 
the militarists, scientists and diplomats b e­ 
come more concerned with contamination 
of the moon b y man than they are with the 
results of m an’s space endeavors upon his 
native planet. 
Members of t h e American Institute of 
Biolog ical Sciences, for example, have rec­ 
ommended a b an on sending a n y rocket 
ships to the moon that have not b een ster­ 
ilized. Chief among this group's concerns 
seems to he a fear that earth germs may 
contaminate any liv ing thing on the moon 
before the scientific world has had an op­ 
portunity to ex amine the strange creatures 
and plants, if any . 
In addition to the obv ious inconsistencies 
in concern for moon purity while overlook­ 
ing the dev astating military usage which 
could be made of the moon as an import­ 
ant stepping stone to the conquest and rule 
of outer space, the impracticab ility of ster­ 
ilizing ev ery thing which emigrates 
from 
the earth to the 
lunar planet should 
be 
equally apparent to even the unimagin­ 
ativ e lay man. 
Supposing, for the moment, that a rocket

One cannot help but wonder if the space 
craze has passed all limits of sanity when 
the m ilitarists, scientists and diplom ats b e­ 
com e m ore concerned with contam ination 
of the moon by m an than they are with the 
results of m an ’s space endeavors upon his 
native planet. 
M em bers of t h e A m erican Institute of 
Biological Sciences, for exam ple, have rec ­ 
om m ended a ban on sending any rocket 
ships to the moon that have not been s te r­ 
ilized. Chief among this group’s concerns 
seem s to be a fear that earth germ s m ay 
contam inate any living thing on the moon 
before the scientific world has had an op­ 


p o r t u n it y to exam ine the strange c re a tu re s 
and plants, if any. 
In addition to the obvious inconsistencies 
in concern for moon purity while overlook- 
inr the devastating m ilitary usage which 
could be m ade of the moon as an im port­ 
ant stepping stone to the conquest and rule 
of outer space, the im practicability of ste r­ 
ilizing everything which em igrates from 
the earth t< the lu n ar planet should be 
equally ap parent to even the unim agin­ 
ative lax m an. 
Supposing, for the m om ent, that a rocket 


ship could be sterilized as pure as a sur­ 
geon s scalpel (all of the intricate workings 
of the ship would have to be equally sterile, 
for the ch an ces of the first several landings 
on the moon being catastrophic failures 
are excellent), what then? All th at has 
been accom plished is to land a com pletely 1 
clean pile of scrap on the moon. 
Who or w hat is going to collect sam ples 
of the precious, and uncontam inated, plant 
or anim al life for exam ination by e a rth ’s 
scientific k in g d o m ' Certainly not m an , for 
he is too b u g g y. Even the earth-born i 
scientists with the purest of thoughts is far 
too co n tam inated to be allowed to defile 
lunar soil? 
All of w hich should illustrate adequately 
the eccentricity of the suggestion. T h e 
United S ta te s is faced with only two a lte r­ 
natives. a s far as moon conquest is con­ 
cerned. E ith e r it m ust develop som e type 
of ironclad a g reem en t which would prevent 
anyone from attem pting a m oon landing— 
and this is impossible—or it m u st be sure 
that it is th e first to greet old m an moon. 
The contam ination of the moon by this 
country is far preferable to its defilation by 
Moscow.
